Hot-Line Radio Reports in past years 
has also commanded the return of that 
service to broadcasters for 1984.

The Nashville Chapter of the Na- 
tional Academy of Recordings Arts and 
Science paid homeage to the tiny red- 
head with A Tribute To A Legend, at the 
Vanderbilt Plaza Hotel, recently. 


The evening was attended by the 
Who's Who of country music, each 
coming from their different avenues of 
work to say simply, “Thanks Brenda for 
what you have done for the entire music 
world and for Nashville in particular.” 

Overcome by emotion most of the 
evening, the pert and humorous song- 
stress moved the audience to tears fol- 


lowing the accolades of the evening 
when she rose to the podium to say: 


“Thanks. ‘Legend’ is simply a tapes-

Standing ovations were the main diet 
of the evening as the audience rose 
many times to pay tribute to Brenda. 

The last ovation occurred when the 
show was closed out with Brenda sing- 
ing a medley of her hits and the all time 
standard, I’m Sorry. 

It was a fine evening with a fitting 
tribute to a really fine person so ex- 


_ tremely deserving of her accolades. 
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—_— Tubb, the Texas Troubadour 
who won the hearts of millions during 
his career, was buried in Nashville with 
all of his friends and family from the 
Grand Ole Opry in attendance, as well 
as 500 more people who mourned him. 

He had died five days earlier in 
Nashville after a lengthy bout with 
emphysema with his family and friends 
at his bedside. 

Longtime Opry member and Ern- 
est’s poker playing buddy, Porter 
Wagoner was in the hospital room when 
he died. Porter said, “He was uncon- 

scious and he took one last breathe and 
that was it. He died very peacefully.” 

Although E.T. as he was known by 
his friends, had not been up to perform- 
ing for the last two years, his presence 
at the Grand Ole Opry was still felt each 
weekend. The loss was devastating to 
many and there was a sadness at the 
Opry on Saturday night after he died 
that marked the faces of the Opry cast. 

Ernest was considered one of the 
four pillars of the Grand Ole Opry 
during its post war years. The other 
three, Roy Acuff, Bill Monroe and 
Hank Snow, were visibly moved by the 
loss of E.T. Monroe sang at his funeral, 
Swing Low, Sweet Chariot. 

Acuff, who has not totally recovered 
from a serious illness early in the sum- 
mer, was in attendance at the funeral, 
as was Hank Snow. 

Other Opry cast members attending 
were Connie Smith, Jim Ed Brown, 
Charlie Louvin, George Hamilton IV, 
Jimmy Dickens, Jan Howard, Ben 
Smathers, Bill Carlisle, Ray Pillow, 
Charlie Walker, Jeannie Seely, Lorrie

Baptist Church across from the Grand 
Ole Opry where E.T. had last sung two 
years earlier. Billy Roy Moore, pastor 
of the Lord’s Chapel, officiated at the 
service. Burial was in Hermitage Mem- 
orial Gardens. 

Pallbearers were Porter Wagoner, 
Carl Smith, Teddy Wilburn, Hank Wil- 
liams, Jr., and Carl Butler. — 

K.T.’s last recording session had 
been on the 1982 Hank Williams, Jr., 
hit Leave The Boys Alone. Hank said 
that E.T.’s emphysema was so bad that 
he would sing a few minutes and then 
sit down. 

E.T.’s last concert was in Berlin, 
Ohio in 1982. Since that time he had 
devoted himself to doing exactly what 
the doctors told him in hopes that he 
would get better. 

Justin Tubb, Ernest’s oldest son, 
said his father remembered three 
things most during his career. Taking 
country music for the first time to 
Carnegie Hall in New York in 1947, a 





tour he and Hank Snow did for the 
soldiers fighting in Korea in 1951 and 
the friends he helped and loved. 
Ernest cut his first record for Decca 
Records in 1940. His signature song, 
Walking The Floor Over You was cut in 
1941 and sold an astounding 400,000 
records at that time. ; 


The first time Ernest ever played on 
the Grand Ole Opry, in 1942, he was 
called back three times for an encore. 
He introduced the sound of the electric 
guitar on the Opry and in 1943 he was 
asked to be a regular. Until his retire- 
ment, Ernest worked the road tire- 
lessly often performing as many as 250 
dates a year. 


He recorded 32 hit records during 


his career, often performing duets with © 


such diverse talents as Loretta Lynn, 
the Andrew Sisters, the Wilburn

& Dave

Capitol recording artist Anne 
Murray recently teamed with well 
known singer/songwriter Dave Loggins 
ona project that creates a new twist for 
their respective careers. 

Previously, the two merged their in- 


- dividual talents when the Canadian 


songstress recorded You've Got Me To 
Hold On To, a song written by Loggins 
on her I'll Always Love You album. For 
this latest project however, Loggins 
joins Murray as guest vocalist on No- 
body Loves Me Like You Do. 

Interestingly enough, the song is not 
one of Loggin’s own, but rather a joint 
effort by songwriters James Dunn and 
Pamela Phillips of Ensign Music. Log- 
gins’ songs have been recorded not only 
by himself, but also by a host of others 
including most recently Alabama— 
Roll On (Eighteen Wheeler), The Oak — 
Ridge Boys, Don Williams, Karen 
Brooks, and the Nitty Gritty Dirt Band. 
He is widely known for his now classic 
Please Come To Boston, which gar- 
nered him a Grammy nomination for 
best vocal performance in 1974. Please 
Come To Boston is also included on the 
new Willie Nelson City Of New Orleans 
LP. 

Also interesting is the fact that Mur- 
ray, whose recent recording of A Little 
Good News added a fourth Grammy 
Award to her collection earlier this year 
and more recently earned several nom- 
inations including Single, Album, and 
Song Of The Year.(while also contrib- 
uting to her Female Vocalist Of The 
Year nomination) for the upcoming 
Country Music Association’s 18th An- 
nual Awards, has not released a duet 
single since those with Glen Campbell 
in the early 70s. 

According to her manager, Leonard 
Rambeau, “Anne’s career has long 
been that of a solo artist. There has 
been talk for several years of her re- 
cording and releasing a duet single, 
however, previous overtures have been 
unsuitable due to material, timing, or 
scheduling concerns.” 

Murray relates how this particular 
project came about. “My producer, Jim 
Ed Norman, and I were sifting through 
new song material not long ago when he 
suggested I record a duet with Dave 
Loggins. The suggestion appealed to 
me immediately as I’ve been a fan of 
Dave’s since I first heard Please Come 
To Boston. Jim Ed felt that our voices 
would blend well together. Once we 
found a song with the lyrical and melod- 
ic qualities we had been waiting for we 
called Dave to schedule the recording 
session in Toronto.” 

The end result of that session prom- 
ises to be another highlight in the ca- 
reer of two phenomenal entertainers.

Harlan 
Howard’s 
Birthday 
Party

SONGWR, 


L. looked like Christmas with lights 
strung in every tree, and although 
spirits ran high and it felt like Christ- 
mas to the many country song fans who 
flocked to the festivities; it was just 
Harlan Howard’s birthday party. 

Of course, everyone was there, thatis 
if you count all the songwriters in town. 
PBS was there video taping the pro- 
gram for fans who couldn’t make it. 

Yes, there was magic in the air, with 
the BMI fountains gurgling gaily in the 
background. The ample stage area, 
complete with a wrap around sofa for 
that homey atmosphere, was situated 
at one end of the BMI courtyard. Three 
columns of three way speaker cabinets 
flanked each side of the stage. The 
large speaker cabinets, the big board, 
and the effects and power amp racks 
made you feel like you were at a big rock 
concert instead of a guitar pullin’ to 
celebrate the birthday of one of the 
greatest country songwriters. 

Harlan opened the show by thanking 


BMI and the Nashville Music Associ- | 





ation for making the party such a nice 
affair. In Harlan’s own words, “This 
looks like the most beautiful honky 
tonk I’ve ever seen.” 


Harlan had three of his songwriting - 


buddies backing him up on bass, guitar, 
and drums, but when he reminded the 
guitar player that they were playing for 


_ free and all of the proceeds from the 


$10.00 tickets were going to the Nash- 
ville Music Association, well, he almost 
lost them. 

Harlan only uses the first three frets 
on the guitar, and as a tribute to his 


limited style of playing he was awarded ' 
a custom built guitar, the Harlan 


Howard Three Fret. All of those use- 
less frets above the third had been 
removed. Harlan also likes the key of 
“D” and thanked the key of “D” for 
being so E008. to him otc a 
Vveara:< :.he¥ Ait Ak ed OH, 


Harlan calls young songwriters, 
“juveniles”, and he had some advice for 
them. 

I’m probably the oldest writer out 
here besides Floyd Tillman, and that 
makes me want to say one thing to you 
young, juvenile songwriters out there. 
I'd appreciate it, if you didn’t write in 
the key of “D’ til ’'m gone. ll be gone in 
about 10 or 15 years; I’m gonna retire 
and become a producer, then you can 
have it.” 

Harlan then began a medley of his 
hits: Heartaches By The Number, A 
Man Can't Live In The Everglades, 
Sally Was A Good Old Girl, It’s The 
Chokin’ Kind, She Called Me Baby, 
Baby All Night Long, I Fall To Pieces, 
Busted, and Tiger By The Tail. Harlan 
then performed his own arrangement 
of My Darlin’ Clementine Se as

At this point, Harlan had another 
piece of advice for the juvenile writers, 
“Tf you want to have beautiful children, 
get you a beautiful woman.” 

Harlan ended the first part of the 


_ show with No Charge. The second part 


of the show was a “Who's Who of coun- 
try songwriters.” 

Only a writer of Harlan Howard’s 
stature could bring together this many 
good songwriters, Curly Putman, 
Bobby Braddock and Sonny Throck- 
morton, just to name a few. Harlan even 
had a writer down from New York. I 
doubt you'll remember the writer’s 
name, but everyone remembers J Can’t 
Help Falling In Love 

Songwriter after songwriter per- 


formed hit after hit with only an acous- 


tic guitar accompaniment. Never have 
we seen a more friendly audience. 
These people knew the songs being 
performed. It was not uncommon to 
hear people in the audience singing 
harmony with the songwriter on stage. 

Roger Cook was standing beside me 
singing harmony to a Rodney Crowell 
song. It was contagious, I took a higher 
part and joined in. Sonny Throck- 
morton had a good time singing har- 
mony with almost everyone. 

Harlan’s guest artists, as if he didn’t 
have enough, were Bill Monroe and 
Brenda Lee. The band was rockin’ and 
Brenda Lee brought the house down 
with Kansas City. | 

Happy birthday Harlan, 2 those 
great songs coming. Cl): | 
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Hi: nickname is The Storyteller, 
and as that title implies Tom T. Hall is 
one songwriter who can conjure up a 
whole world with his music. Through 
the years Tom T. has not only givenusa 
long string of great hit melodies, but 
also many memorable characters and 
story lines in his lyrics. Together with 
his distinctive vocals, Tom T.’s melo- 
dies and lyrics capture an American 
landscape and deliver the essence of 
country music. 

Now Tom T. Hall is set to release one 
of his smartest and catchiest collec- 
tions of songs to date—Natural 
Dreams on Mercury/PolyGram (his 
17th LP with producer Jerry Ken- 
nedy). Tom wrote eight of the 10 songs 
on the LP, while his cover of the 50s 
song P.S. I Love You has already beena 
hit for him on the country charts. 

Tom T. first began developing his 
unique musical style at a very early age. 
He was born in Olive Hill, KY—the 
fourth son of a brick plant worker and 
ordained minister. Tom T. began play- 
ing guitar at age four and wrote his first 
song at the age of nine. At 15 Tom T. 
Hall dropped out of school to work at a 
garment factory and perform with a 
bluegrass band on a local radio station. 
The band broke up as a result of the 
military draft during the Korean War. 
Tom T. stayed on at the radio station as 
a disc jockey. 

The man who would later be called 
The Storyteller joined the U.S. Army in 
1957. He was sent to Germany where 
he completed his high school education 
while serving in the quartermaster 
corps and entertaining troops at night 
and on weekends. Tom T. returned to 
the states in the early 60s and studied 
writing at a small college in Roanoke, 
VA while writing radio copy for a local 
radio station. It was during those years 
in Roanoke that he mailed his first

songs to E. Jimmy Key at Newkeys 
Music Company in Nashville. Jimmy C. 
Newman, Dave Dudley, Bobby Bare 
and Burle Ives were among the first to 
record his songs. 

Tom T. moved to Nashville, on Jan-— 
uary first 1964. He wrote songs from 
nine to five, five days a week for five 
years. He was so prolific during those 
years that he couldn’t get all his songs 
recorded by other artists—so he soon 
began to record them himself. 

In 1968 Tom signed with Mercury 
Records and recorded his first single, / 
Washed My Face In The Morning Dew, 


‘ which went Top Ten. His follow-up, A 


Week In A Country Jail, took him all the 
way to #1 on the country charts. And 
soon he was also established in the pop 
world when his song about the Harper 
Valley PTA became a six million selling 
hit for Jeannie C. Riley. The song also 
won Tom a CMA award. 

A member of the Songwriters Hall of 
Fame, Tom T’s songs have been re- 
corded over the years by Perry Como, 
George Jones, Loretta Lynn, Johnny 
Cash, Bobby Bare, George Burns, Patti

Since his national breakthrough as a 
songwriter, Tom T. hasn’t stopped re- 
cording his own songs. Over the years 
he’s cut such memorable songs as Coun- 
try Is, Sneaky Snake, I Care, I Like Beer, 
and The Ballad of Forty Dollars. He has 
also written three books, including the 
autobiographical The Storyteller’s 
Nashville, the novel The Laughing Man 
of Woodmont Coves and How I Write 
The Songs— Why You Can Too. 

Personally-speaking, Tom T. Hall is 
a well-rounded man—with many inter- 
ests. He has owned a radio station, 
hosted his own TV show, served as a 
board member with the CMA, ran a 
recording studio, owned race horses 
and taught songwriting at major uni- 
versities. Today he serves on the board 
of directors of a bank, manages a farm, 
and raises thousands of dollars for 
humane causes and charities. His hob- 
bies include golf, hunting, fishing, pol- 
itics, woodworking, literary criticism, 
ornithology, and photography. 

Through the years, Tom T. has ap- 
peared on countless TV shows, includ- 


current releases,’ Owens continued, 
“and none of the other nationally dis- 
tributed programs really does that. 
Since we produce a new program each 
week, we are able to promote newly 
issued songs shortly after release. Most 
of the competitive programs are pro- 
duced from three to six months before 
they air. Songs performed on these 
programs rise and fall on the charts 
more often than not, before the pro- 
gram airs.” 

The ratings prove that This Week In 
Country Music works better for tele- 
vision stations. They derive their in- 
come from the ratings a program 
achieves. The higher the rating, the 
greater the income potential.

ing The Today Show, The Dean Martin 
Show, Good Morning America, Hee 
Haw, PBS Specials, Nashville Now and 
the CMA Awards Show. He has 36 BMI 
awards for his songs, has recorded over 
30 albums, has been nominated for 
seven CMA awards, won a Grammy in 
1969 and was prompted to run for Gov- 
ernor of the state of Tennessee in 
1982. 

Tom T. is a member of the Grand Ole 
Opry and tours with a six-piece country 
band called The Storytellers, which in- 
cludes his son, Dean T. Hall, on lead 
guitar and vocals. The other members 
of his group include Jimmie Murrell 
(Tom’s road manager) on guitar, dobro 
and harmonica, Larry Miller on piano, 
Ron Gannaway on drums, Lauren 
Bandy on bass, Bret Raper playing fid- 
dle and mandolin and Steve Strahl, the 
sound man. 

Upcoming for Tom T. Hall is a new 
TV show (Tom hosted a successful 
syndicated show, Pop Goes The Coun- 
try, for three years). The new show will 
have The Storyteller traveling in 
search of unusual and quirky events 
across the country. It will be called— 
The Storytellers America...or as 
Tom T. jokingly refers to it—‘‘Real 
Country People.” 

Also, Tom T.’s 60 acre farm in Frank- 
lin, TN is sporting a new woodworking 
shop these days.

If they did, they wouldn’t call her a 
Cinderella with a fairy godmother wav- 
ing a wand and magically making her a 
star. 





If those people would look at the 
facts realistically and bother to learn 
the ingredients which have gone into a 
successful story; if they could separate 
truth from fiction and fact from fantasy, 
they would doff their hats as the lady 
walks by. 

For indeed, hers is a story of Amer- 
icana. Of hard work, proper planning 
and putting the ole nose to the grind- 
stone. It’s amazing how much can be ac- 
complished when you put the hands to 
the plough and stay in the furrow. 

The diminutive songstress with spar- 
kling eyes, an infectious smile and an 








astute command of the English lan- 
guage has known since she was old 
enough to know what she would do with 
her life. : 

She also knows the secret of getting 
what you want. 

“T have known since I could walk and 
talk that I was going to be a singer,” she 
said recently as we talked in the con- 
ference room at RCA, the label for 
which she has recorded since her rec- 
ords began ascending to the top of the 
charts. 

“T have always known and I have 
worked for this all of my life,” she re- 





lates. “Even in high school I took busi- 
ness courses, shorthand, typing, ac- 
counting, etc., that would aide me in 
finding a job in the music business 
when I got here. I was fortunate to be 
hired by Tom Collins as a secretary in 
his publishing company, not because— 
he later told me—that I wanted to be a 
singer, but because of my optimistic 
and positive attitude. I kept the job 
because I could do it.” 

And she kept the job until 1982 when 
Tumbleweed hit number one on the 
national country music charts. 

“T held on to my day job until there 


was enough demand for me that I could 
support myself by singing only. Those 
first few years were hard, but I learned 
more with every record and with every 
date that I played,” she remembers. 

“It was really hard playing all of 
those dates riding straight up and 
sleeping straight up. The second year 
we bought a Seville Cadillac and I 
thought I had really arrived because 
the seat reclined and I was able to catch 
snatches of sleep half way lying down,” 
she laughs. 

“Believe me, I can sleep anywhere 
now. I have had a lot of practice,” she

laughs again and the joy that is on her 
face is real. Her face reveals a woman 
who is at peace with herself and the 
world around her. Still; she doesn’t live 
in a make believe world. She is vocally 
upset by the way the Nashville music 
community has changed since she 
came to Music City nine years ago. 

One of the things that upsets her the 
most is the lack of loyalty people in the 
music business have for each other. 
She remembers when it wasn’t the way 
that it is today. 

“Tam going to get on my soapbox and 
get a few things off my chest. I don’t 
even have a written artist/producer 
contract with Tom Collins. I don’t need 
one. My word is good and so is his. I 
have an ingrained loyalty to him be- 
cause he was the first to take me into a 
studio and cut a record on me. He has 
continued to cut good records on me, so 
why should I change? 

“T believe if there was more loyalty in 
this business that we would all be bet- 
ter off. Take an artist for example 
whose record company has been good 
to him, built him, made him a success. 
Then he says, ‘Well, that’s all well and 
good, but this label over here has of- 
fered me more money, so that’s where I 
am going.’ What’s money? In the end you 
may have a lot of money in the bank, no 





gossipy Peyton Place that-I have ever 
seen. Everybody is jealous of every- 
body else and their success. I just wish 
people would get down to the business 
of business and quit this petty jealousy. 
Let’s get back to the business of being 
good business people. 

“Tf your job is to sell records, go out 
there and be the best. If your job is to 
promote records, go out there and 
promote. If your job is to be a producer, 
be a producer. Don’t spend all your 
time worrying and bickering over what 
everyone else is doing. This stifles and 
kills success. Quit being jealous of so- 
and-so who has had so much success. 
Put your ole nose to the grindstone and 
you can have success too; plus you will 
also have a lot of self respect. 


“This petty jealousy has gotten in 
the way of being creative. Artists can’t 
be creative in the studio anymore be- 
cause their artistic control is taken 
away by business people who see only 
the bottom line. Thank goodness I can 
record songs that I feel comfortable 
with and that my producer feels com- 
fortable with. But a lot of artists can’t 
do that. Their creativity is being 
stifled. 


“What if Elvis had been told that he

career and no friends. T’o me, life is too 
short for that kind of thing. I value 
friends, friendships, and people you 
can confide in and people who believe 
in you. 

“T see so much bickering back and 
forth, this has gotten to be the most 
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had to sing only a certain way? Or Hank 
Williams? I think there has been too 
much manipulation of artists by busi- 
ness people who aren’t creative and 
who deal only with figures. They say, 
‘Well, our survey shows if you don’t do

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this then this will happen’ or ‘this is 
what you need to be doing.’ 

“They continually try to put people 
into categories. You are either real 
country or you are rock and roll. Well, I 


just want to be me. I want to record 


songs that are me and sing them the 
way that I feel. This is what I am being 
allowed to do, but unfortunately, most 
artists aren’t so lucky. I used to try to 
defend my music if I was labeled too 


much of this or too much of that. Then I. 


decided, ‘Hey, I’m just me. Thisis whol 
am and this is what I sound like when I 
do certain songs.’ 

“All that I am saying is let’s get back 
to the business of this business. Have 
fun and be creative in what we do and 


forget all about this pettiness and jeal-: 


ousy. Let’s make the business fun again 
like it used to be. If you have fun at your 
job, and work to become good at it, you 
will be successful. I think it’s important 
to associate yourself with success. 


“T learned when I was working the 


publishing business. The new song- 
writers who eventually became suc- 
cessful were the ones who associated 
with the successful writers. They 
learned from them. What a great way 
for an education. Success breeds suc- 
cess. You are known by the company 
you keep,” she said emphatically. 
Sylvia is not one to mince words, nor

Originally the southern gospel affil- 
iate label of Priority Records, River- 
Song was purchased from the now 
defunct Priority operation by Traylor. 
Traylor headed the Impact/Heartwarm- 
ing labels for The Benson Company 
before moving to Priority to direct the 
activities of RiverSong. . 

Upon termination of Priority Rec- 
ords, Traylor began negotiations to 
purchase the RiverSong package which 
included all previously recorded mas- 
ters as well as rights to the name and 
logo. The deal was finalized in August 
of 1983 and by October, offices were 
leased on Nashville’s Music Row and 
RiverSong was active again. 

Debut releases on the RiverSong 
label included Voices In Praise/A Cap- 
pella and Live In Atlanta by The Cathe- 
dral Quartet, Piano Classics by An- 
thony Burger, and Everybody Ought To 
Praise His Name by The Singing Amer- 
icans. Involvement by these very sol- 
idly established southern gospel artists 
created a positive response in the 
marketplace. 

Traylor comments, “In the very be- 
ginning we were fortunate to be able to 
begin our company by representing 
such quality artists as The Cathedral 
Quartet, The Singing Americans 
and Anthony Burger.
